WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—‘The 
War thus comes to an end!” 


In these words, solemnly 


dent Wilson concluded the reading of 
the terms of the'armistice signed in 
the morning by Germany and the al- 
lied nations. 

Applause, which had broken out 
intermittently as the President read 
the crushing terms of the armistice, 
divesting Germany of the last shred 
of military power, then swept the 
chamber. Senators, Representatives 
and members of the Supreme Court 
rose to their feet, swayed by a com- 
mon emotion, clapped their hands 
and cheered. 

Chief Justice White of the Su- 
preme Court, seated with the other 
Justices in a row of chairs at the 
front of the chamber immediately 
facing the President, beamed with 
Satisfaction. All through the Presi- 
dent's address the Chief Justice 
leaned forward in his chair, seeming- 
ly unable to contain himself as the 
terms were unfolded that meant the 
liberation of the world from. the 
menace of German autocracy. 

Everyone Was Happy. 

The atmosphere was vastly differ- 
ent from the nerve-taut tension that 
greeted the President when he ad- 
dressed a joint session on that April 
day last year and called for the dec- 
laration of a state of war. 

Yesterday there were smiles and 
handshaking as the Senators filed 
into the chamber of the House of 
Representatives to hear of the end of 
the war. 

The galleries were filled. On the 
floor less than half of the seats were 
occupied, many members not yet 
having returned after the election. 

When the President, clad in black 
frock coat and gray trousers, entered 
and mounted the rostrum, the gal- 
leries and the members on the floor 
paid him tribute by rising and cheer- 
ing for more than two minutes. 

Shook Hands First. 

After shaking hands with Speaker 
Clark and Vice President Marshall, 
the President proceeded at once to 
his address. He read in a clear but 
not loud voice from small printed 
sheets. 

The first of the many outbursts of 

cheering that greeted his speech 
came after he had spoken the words 
“signed the terms.” 
" Then came the annuoncement in 
the same even tone that the Presi- 
dent employed throughout that Al- 
sace-Lorraine was to be evacuated, 
the cheering that followed left no 
doubt of the temper of the American 
people. It was hearty, spontaneous 
more prolonged than the applause 
greeting any other part of the ad- 
dress. 


The news that France was to re- 
gain her lost provinces brought the 
BRalleries and the whole chamber to 
their feet.

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When the President came to 
Clause 5 of the armistice terms, after 
reading the section saying the evacu- 


ation of the Rhine lands shall be’ 


completed “within a further period 
of 11 days, in all 19 days after the 
signature of the armistice,” he in- 
terrupted his reading to remark that 
there evidently had been an error in 
transmission, as the arithmetic was 
very bad. The “further period” of 
11 days is in addition to the 14 days 
allowed for evacuation of invaded 
countries, making 25 days given the 
Germans to get entirely clear of the 
Rhine lands. 
Applause Was Frequent. .. 

Until 1:30 the President spoke, 
giving in full the terms imposed 
upon the vanquished, and at the end 
getting up the ideal of humantarian- 
tem in dealing with the German peo. 
ple and helping them to put their 
house in order. 

Applause marked the statement of 
each of the terms and frequently 
there was laughter when the Pres- 
ident told of some concession ex- 
acted from a domineering militarism. 
Laughter that was hearty often

The German authorities who 
have, at the invitation of the 5Su- 
preme War Council, been in com- 
munication with Marshal Foch, 
have accepted and signed the 
terms of armistice which he was 
authorized and instructed to com- 
municate to them. Those terms 
are as follows: 

(Here the President read the 
terms which are presented in full 
in adjoining columrs.) 

‘The war thus comes to ar. end; 
for, having accepted these terms 
of armistice, it will be impossible 
for the German command to re- 
new it. 

It is not now possfble to assess 
the consequences of,this great con- 
summation. We know only that 
this tragical war, whose consum- 
ing flames swept from one nation 
to another until all the world was 
on fire, is at an end and that it 
was the privilege of our own peo- 
ple to enter it at its most critical 
juncture in such fashion and in 
such force as to contribute, in a 
way of which we are all deeply 
proud, to the great result. We 
know, too, that the object of the 
war is attained, the object upon 
which all free men had set their 
hearts, and attained with a sweep- 
ing completeness which even now 
we do not realize. Armed imper- 
jalism, such as the men conceived 
who were but yesterday the mas- 
ters of Germany, is at an end: its 
illicit ambftions angulfed in black 
disaster. Who will now seek to re- 
vive it? The arbitrary power of 
the military caste of Germany 
which once could secretly, and of 
its own single choice, disturb the 
peace of the world, is discredited 
and destroyed. 


Great Nations United. 


And more than that—much 
more than that—has been accom- 
plished. The great natfons which 
associated themselves to destroy it 
have now definitely united in the 
common purpose to set up such a 
peace as will satisfy the longing of 
the whole world for disinterested 
justice, embodied in settlements 
which are based upon something 
much better and much more last- 
ing than the selfish competitive t!- 
terests of powerful states. There is 
no longer conjecture as to the ob- 
jects the victors have in mind. 
They have a mind in the matter, 
not only, but a heart also. Their 
avowed and concerted purpose is 
to satisfy and protect the weak as 
well as to accord their just rights 
to the strong. 


The humane temper and inten- 
tion of the victorious Governments 
has already been manifested in a 
very practical way. Their repre- 
sentatives in the Supreme War 
Council at Versailles have by 
unanimous resolution assured the 
peoples of the central empires 
that everything that is possible in 
the circumstances will be done to 
supply them with food and _re- 
lieve the distressing want that is 
in #0 many places’ threatening 
their very lives; and steps are to 
be taken immediately to organize 
these efforts at relief in the same 
systematic manner that they were 
organized in the case of Belgium. 
By the use of the idle tonnage of 
the central empires it ought pres- 
ently to be possible to lift the fear 
of utter misery from their  op- 
pressed populations and set their 
minds and energies free for the 
great and hazardous tasks Of po- 
litical reconstruction which now 
face them on every hand. Hunger 
does not breed reform: it breeds 
madness and all the ugly distem- 
pers that make an ordered life im- 
possible. 

For with the fall of the ancient 
Governments which rested like an 
incubus upon the peoples of the 
central empires has come political 
change, not merely, but revolution: 
and revolution which seems as yet 
to assume no final and ordered 
form, but to run from one fluid 
change to another, until thought- 
ful men are forced to ask them- 
selves: With ~avhat Governments, 
and of what sort, are we about to 
deal in the making of the cove- 
nants of peace? With what au- 
thority will they meet us, and with 
wht esweenreoce that their author- 
my wilh abiae and sustain securely

the international arrangements 
into which we are about to enter? 
There is here matter for no small 
anxiety and misgiving. When 
peacé is made, upon whose prom- 
ises and engagements besides our 
own is it to rest? 


Answer Will Be Delayed. 


Let us be perfectly frank with 
ourselves and admit that these 
questions cannot be satisfactorily | 
answered now or at once. But the | 
moral is not that there is little | 
hope of an early answer that will | 
suffice. It.is only that we must 
be patient and helpful and mindful 
above all of the great hope and | 
confidence that lie at the heart of | 
what is taking place. , Excesses | 
accomplish nothing. Unhappy | 
Russia has furnished abundant re- 
cent proof of that.. Disorder im- 
mediately defeats itself If ex: 
cesses should occur, if disorder 
should for a time raise its head, a 
sober second thought wili follow 
and a day of constructive action, if 
we help and do not hinder. 

The present and all that it holds 
belongs to the nations and the peo- 
ples who preserve their self-con- 
trol and the orderly processes of 
their Governments; the future to 
those who prove themselves the 
true friends of mankind. To con- 
quer with arms is to make only a 
temporary conquest; to conquer 
the world by earning its esteem is 
to make permanent conquest. I 
am confident that the nations that 
have learned the discipline of free- 
dom and that have settled with 
self-possession to its ordered prac- 
tice are now about to make con- 
quest of the world by the sheer 
power of example anad of friendly 
helpfulness. 

The Light of Self Control. 

The peoples who have just come 
out from under the yoke of arbi- 
trary government and who are now 
coming at last into their freedom 
will never find the treasures of lib- 
erty they are in search of if they 
look for them by the light of the 
torch. They will find that every 
pathway that is stained with the 
blood of their own brothers leads 
to the wilderness, not to the seat 
of their hope. They are now face 
to face with their initial tests. We 
must hold the light steady until 
they find themselves. 

And in the meantime, if it be pos- 
sible, we must establish a peace 
that will justly defrne their place 
among the nations, remove all fear 
of their neighbors and of their 
former masters, and enable them 
to live in security and contentment 
when they have set their own af- 
fairs in order. I, for one, do not 
doubt their purpose or their ca- 
pacity. There are some happy 
signs that they know and _ will 
choose the way of self-control and 
peaceful accommodation. If they 
do, we shall put our afd at their 
disposal in every way that we can. 
If they do not, we must await with 
patience and sympathy the awak- 
ening and recovery that will as- 
suredly come at last.”’

HOOVER EXPECTS SOME FOODS 
WILL COST LESS; OTHERS MORE 


Food Administrator Says Character 
but Not Volume of Demands on 
U. S. Will Change. 

By the Associated Prees. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Imme- 


diate dropping of food prices cannot 
be expected, Food Administrator 
Hoover declared last night in a state- 
ment, 

“With the war effectually over,” 


said Hoover, “we enter a new eco- 
nomic era and its immediate effect 
‘on prices is difficult to anticipate. 
The prices of some food commodities 
may increase, but others will de- 
crease, because with liberated ship- 
ping accumulated stocks in the 
southern hemisphere and the Far 
East will be available. The demands 
upon the United States will change in 
character, but not in volume.” 

All activities of:the Food Adminis- 


tration will be continued through the 


armistice period, said Hoover, adding 


that there will be no relaxation of ef- 
forts to keep down profiteering to 
the last moment.”’ 

“The maintenance of the em- 
bargo,”” he continued, “will prevent 
depletion of our stocks, by hungry 
Europe, below our necessities and 
anyone who contemplates specula- 
tion in food. against the needs of 
these people can well be warned of 
the prompt action of the Govern- 
ment.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—This_ city 
went back to normal conditions to- 
day after the wildest celebration in 
its history yesterday over the peace 
news. Sixteen thousand members of 
the American Protective League 
were called out to aid the police. 
Seven persons were killed and scores 
hurt. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—This city 
was hilarious all day from before 
dawn until late in the night. There 
were five killed in and about New 
York and scores injured. Dispatches 
from all over the country show that 
the wild outpouring of joy was uni- 
versal. Eleven persons were injured 
by automobiles in Denver, two were 
killed and 34 hurt in Milwaukee: a
